At  the  turn  of  the  century,  the  Reverend  Edgar 
Tufts  was  at  work  in  the  Banner  Elk  community. 
He  had  organized  the  Presbyterian  Church  and 
began  an  educational  program.  He  took  a  small 
group  of  local  young  people  into  his  study  for 
classes  designed  to  enrich  the  local  school  curri- 
culum. This  small  group  is  called  the  Class  of 
1900  and  it  marks  the  beginning  of  Lees-McRae 
College. 

Later,  in  1923,  the  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  Associ- 
ation was  created  to  continue  the  healing,  shelter- 
ing and  teaching   ministries  of  its   founder,    the 


Reverend  Mr.  Edgar  Tufts.  Consolidated  into  a 
single  association  were  the  three  departments: 
Lees-McRae  Institute,  Grandfather  Home  for 
Children,  and  the  Grace  Hartley  Hospital. 

Lees-McRae  College  was  chartered  in  1927,  its 
components  being  Lees-McRae  Institute  and  the 
Plumtree  School  for  Boys.  This  charter  was  ob- 
tained primarily  by  the  competent  leadership  of 
Mr.  Edgar  H.  Tufts,  who,  having  just  succeeded 
his  father  as  president,  effected  the  formation  of 
the  junior  college.

Gradually,  in  the  1930's,  high 
school  classes  were  discon- 
tinued, resulting  in  exclusively 
college-level  curricula,  with 
varied  vocational  courses. 
"Mr.  Edgar",  as  he  was  called 
by  his  friends,  built  the  perma- 
nent buildings  on  campus  and 
created  the  college's  standing 
reputation  for  excellent  vo- 
cational preparation.  Termi- 
nal curricula,  such  as  Medical 
Secretarial  courses,  were  be- 
gun under  his  administration. 
It  was  in  1931  that  the  first 
college  class  graduated  from 
Lees-McRae  College. 

Eight  presidents  have  served 
this  great  institution  in  the 
succeeding  years.  The  Rever- 
end Mr.  Edgar  Tufts  began  his 
service  for  Christian  fellow- 
ship and  teaching  in  1898.  Just 
as  his  life  was  dedicated  to 
Christ,  so  was  that  of  his  son, 
Edgar  H.  Tufts.  In  1923  as 
president  of  the  association, 
he  continued  the  program  of 
his  predecessor. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Tate,  the  director  of 
Grace  Hartley  Hospital  and  a 
man  long  associated  with  the 
Tufts  -  father  and  son  -  took 
the  presidency  at  "Mr.  Ed- 
gar's" death  in  1942.  After  a 
long  term  as  a  faithful  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Dr.  Roswell  Long  was  elected 
president  for  one  term  begin- 
ning in  1947.  Upon  Dr.  Long's 
resignation,  Dr.  W.  C.  Tate 
once  again  accepted  the  po- 
sition until  a  permanent  suc- 
cessor could  be  named.  In 
1949,  Dr.  Fletcher  Nelson  was 
secured  as  president  of  the 
college,  and  in  1951  he  be- 
came President  of  the  Edgar 
Tufts    Memorial  Association. 
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At  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Nelson  in  1958, 
Mr.  E.  L.  Laff erty,  a  fine  teacher  who  had 
served  the  college  for  more  than  two 
decades,  was  named  temporary  president. 
He  held  the  position  for  several  months, 
until  Dr.  Joseph  Carter  assumed  the  posi- 
tion for  the  remainder  of  the  existing  term. 
As  this  term  came  to  a  close  in  1960,  Dr. 
Marshall  Scott  Woodson  was  named  the 
ninth  president  of  the  Edgar  Tufts  Me- 
morial Association.  Upon  Dr.  Woodson's 
retirement  in  July,  1961,  Mr.  Robert  G. 
Hayes,  long  time  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  was  named  as  a  successor  to  the 
vacant  position.

After  Mr.  Hayes  accepted  the  post  as  President  of  E.T.M.A.,  he  appointed  Colonel  Max  C. 
Chapman  (USMC,  Retired)  as  President  of  Lees-McRae  College. 

Beginning  in  the  late  forties  and  continuing  through  the  present,  the  college  has  been  in  a 
development  and  expansion  program. 

The  development  of  Lees-McRae  is  as  rigorous  as  the  climate  .  .  .  located  in  the  small 
village  of  Banner  Elk,  the  college  is  surrounded  on  all  points  of  the  compass  by  the  peaks 
of  Grandfather,  Beech,  Hanging  Rock,  and  Sugar  Mountains,  rising  5,964  feet  in  height. 
The  climate  is  bracing  and  invigorating  and  offers  an  atmosphere  conducive  to  study  as 
well  as  recreation.

THE  CHALLENGE  TO  EDUCATION 

Doctor  Grayson  Kirk,  President,  Columbia  University,  recently  summarized  the  challenge  to 
education  in  these  words: 

"Education  today  faces  a  three-fold  challenge: 

"First,    is  the  challenge  of  keeping  abreast  or  ahead  of  the  Soviet  Union  in  the  Cold  War. 

"The  second  challenge  to  education  -  outside  the  United  States  but  with  repercussions  to  us  - 
is  the  understandable  premium  being  placed  upon  education  by  the  newly  independent  nations  of 
the  world.  These  developing  nations  are  struggling  to  provide  both  for  the  production  of  well- 
trained  leaders  and  for  a  solution  to  the  perennial  problem  of  illiteracy. 

"The  third  reason  for  educational  urgency  is  an  increasing  awareness  in  this  country  that  the 
growing  complexity  of  our  own  society  requires  us  to  produce,  year  by  year,  a  larger  and  larger 
group  of  trained  leaders.  This  applies  not  only  to  scientific  fields,  but  to  almost  every  field  of 
human  activity." 

The  High  School  graduate,  possessing  the  capability  to  successfully  pursue  higher  education, 
constitutes  one  of  America's  most  valuable  resources.  It  is  the  patriotic  duty  of  each  student  to 
perfect  and  extend  his  education  in  order  to  assist  our  great  country  in  remaining  free,  provide 
help  to  the  underdeveloped  nations  of  the  world  and  to  give  America  the  leaders  of  tomorrow  who 
will  be  needed  so  desperately.

Bob  Farris 
punted  Gardner-Webb  into  dangerous  positions  where  the  Bulldogs 
could  not  move  easily.  Lees-McRae  threatened  in  the  second  period 
driving  to  the  Gardner-Webb  15  yard  line,  where  they  lost  the  ball 
on  a  fumble.    Most  of  the  game  was  played  at  midfield. 

LEES-MCRAE  BOWS  13-7,  to  FERRUM 

Lees-McRae  put  up  a  valiant  defense  but  was  unable  to  contain 
powerful  Ferrum,  of  Virginia,  in  the  final  period  and  lost  13-7. 
Ferrum  threatened  on  numerous  occasions  after  the  Bobcats  had 
taken  a  second-quarter  lead  on  a  pass  interception  by  defensive  end 
Roger  Purgason,  which  he  ran  back  35  yards  for  a  touchdown.

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Ontaroga  staff 
acknowledges  the  departure  of  one  of  the  college's 
beloved  members.  Coach  Fred  Dicker  son  re- 
signed his  position  as  head  coach  and  athletic 
director  this  spring. 

Mr.  Dickerson,  a  graduate  of  Lees-McRae, 
was  Athletic  Director  from  1933-1936.  He  re- 
turned after  service  in  World  War  II  and  has 
served  as  Athletic  Director  and  Head  Coach 
since  that  time.  With  student  bodies  as  small  as 
200  Coach  Dickerson  has  fielded  championship 
teams  tocompetewith  schools  many  times  larger. 
In  his  sixteen-year  coaching  career  at  Lees- 
McRae,  he  has  made  the  LMC  Bobcats  the  peren- 
nial power  in  the  Western  Carolinas  Conference. 
His  records  speak  for  themselves;    his    football 


teams  won  the  conference  in  the  Western  Division 
in  1947,  1948,  1949,  and  1950.  In  the  Western 
Carolinas  Junior  College  Athletic  Conference  they 
won  in  1951,  1953,  1954,  and  were  co-champions 
in  1955  and  1956,  and  champions  in  1960.  In 
basketball  Dickerson  led  the  Bobcats  to  the 
Western  Division  championship  in  1948,  1949, 
and  1951.  His  teams  captured  the  title  in  the 
Western  Carolinas  -Junior  College  Athletic  Con- 
ference in  1952,  1953,  1954,  and  1955.  His  track 
team  took  the  WCJCAC  crown  in  1955  and  1958. 
They  have  never  placed  lower  than  second  place 
and  his  track  team  lost  the  championship  last 
year  by  only  three  points. 

He  was  the  first  President  of  the  Western 
Carolinas  Junior  College  Athletic  Conference  in 
1951  when  he  was  instrumental  in  forming  the 
conference.  Since  that  time  he  has  served  as 
President  four  terms  and  for  the  past  two  years 
he  has  represented  District  #10  in  Kansas  for  the 
National  Junior  College  Athletic  Association 
Meeting.
